Distressing Exhibit of the Labor 


Situation in St. Louis. 


Willing Workmen. 


They Owe Their Sufferings to the 
Monster Called Overpro- 
duction,

Eight Thousand Men Looking for Work 
Who Had It Two Months Ago--Their 
Wives and Children Swell the Number 
to 20,000. 


Tt is an ugly phase which the labor problem 
presents just now in St. Louis—more ugly and 
forbidding than it has worn since the brief reign- 
of terror of 1877. As to wWhetier the next two 
months will brighten or darken it. the philoso 
phers of commerce differ, This suggestion is 
not madein any spirit of sensationalism, for as 
amatter of fact thereis no threatened outbreak 
or other eyent supversive of good order. There 
be calamities. however, which are none the less 
déplorabie because of tne silence of the victims; 
and there are in this city to-day between fifteen 

twenty thousand of men, Women 

children, who are becoming all too 
well acquainted with the pangs of 
hungerand the bitings of cold, and who, un- 
learned in political philosophy or social science, 
afe anabie to understand why strong arms and 
willing hearts are so utterly imadequate to win- 
ning @ livelihood in the land of equal rights and 
bounteous harvests. They can put up with their 
present privations, but they cannot help wonder 
ing where the end isto be. If they ask the capi- 
talist who used to pay them wages what it ail 
méans, they are informed thatthe trouble with 
the entire country is 

: OVERPRODUCTION, 
an@ that they musi stay their stomachs and bear 
the cold till consumption catches up with over- 
Then things will begin to move 
> the laboring. “men their 
families cat once more eat and be warm 
fora spell, In other winters the disease of over- 
production bas been sporadic, and has prostrated 
only one or two classes of business, thus circum- 
scribing the evil effects and keeping the sufferers 
within a comparatively small limit. This winter, 
however. it seems to have seized upon all the 
manufacturing interests at once and to have ex- 
tended the scope of its mischief to all felds of 


labor, 
IRON. 


In St. Louis the largest manufacturing interest 
is that ot iron, and its dependents are numbered 
by thousands. The rolling-mills of the coun- 
try, unfortunately, possessed a capacity for 
manufacturing more than double the amount of 
product necessary to supply the demands of com- 
merce. All of the mills consequently piled tupa 
surplus lot of manufactured goods, the market 
was glutted, and rather than let their money lay 
idle in piles of iron, the manufacturers began to 
cut prices till the market was ruined, To-day 
steel rails are offered at $34 per ton, which it cost 
$38 per ton to manufacture, and which could not 


| be manufactured to-day for acentiess. The result 


of this process was that ail the rolling muils 
of the country were compelled to shut down, and 
some of them haveeven abandoned the business 
and are being fitted ont for other lines of manu- 
facture. 

The largest mill of that kind in St. Louis is 

THE VULCAN, 

which a month ago was emplvying nearly 1,500 
men, With a pay-roll fluctuating between $65,000 
and $80,000 per month. Of these all but 600 have 
been dischargea, and on the 10th of February the 
fires will be put out and these 600 will have to 
seek a livelihood in some other calling, with little 
prospect of an early revura to their legitimate 
trade. 

“The proposition is simple enough,” said Sec- 
retary Garrison the other day, when spoken to 
on this subject. “Whenever the market price of 
rail gets below $40 we can’t manufacture them 
without an actual loss of money, and we must 
shut down.” 

“Are all of your men left entirely idle?” 

“Not all of them. We are endeavoring to send 
as many as possible of those who have any min- 
jog skill down to Pilot Knob, and we have been 
enabled to provide for a large aumber that way.” 

“When will you start again?” 

“I can’t tell you. Thatisnot within our con- 
trol.” 

The same character of causes have produced 
the same effects in different degrees 
on Other manufacturing institutions where 
iron is a staple. 

The works of the 

UNION IRON COMPANY, 

on the East side, that used to employ 300 men, 
succumbed several months ago, aud the furnace 
js noW a fireless, dreary, deserted place, waiting 
the day when it shall change its identity and its 
costly machinery shall begin to move in some oth- 
er behalf than that of pig iron. The Meier Iron 
Company made the plant, but leased it to the 
Missouri Furnace Company for operation,and the 
latter found the lease unprofitabie. The works 
are now for sale. ‘ 

THE HARRISON WIRE-WORRS, 
one of the monster institutions of the city. the 
whirr of whose wheels and the smoke of whose 
chimneys have for years been almost as steady as 
the current of the river itself, has joined the 
crippled host, and for several weeks has done 
comparatively littie. It carried about eight bhua- 
dred Men oni's pay-roil, and the total payments 
were about $30,000 per month, It now carries 
about four hundred and twenty men, and the pay- 
roll is about onv-half that amount. 

In an interview with Mr, Paul Fusz, secretary 
of the Chouteau, Harrison & Valle Compaay, it

THE EXCELSIOR MANUFACTURING COMPANY, 
States that while that institution ordinarily em- 
ployes 450 men it is now running with but 50 
hands, and the pay-roll has been reduced by the 
amount of $20,000. 

THE MISSOURI FURNACE 
in South St. Louis, which employed abont 250 men, 
has been almost tale for some time, and an out- 
put of from $20,000 to $30,000 per month thereby 
stopped. From this institution, however, the 
cheering news comes that they will start up again 
in a few days, and will run their full force. 

BUCK’S STOVE WORKS, 

which employed about 200 men, with a pay-roli of 
from $12,000 to $15,000 per month. has suspended 
manufacture, and is waiting for the market. 

THE FULTON IRON WORKS 
are running, although with reduced force. Ordi- 
narily the works employ about 180 men, but,at 
present the force numbers but eigity aud 
work but five days a week. 

“Over production is one of the causes of the 
present depression,” said the courteous superin- 
tendent this morniug. “but it is not the only 
cause. The uncertainty as to whether free trade 
will prevail tas much to do 
with it, and we cannot hope for 
much improvement until that question 
is reasonably well settled by Congress. Our ad- 
vices from the South are that the sugar men are 
ali holding back and doing absolutely nothing, 
because of a lack of confidence. Of course the 
stagnation of such a large industry has a direct 
effect upon other interests, and that is but a sam- 
ple case.” 

“What does your pay roll average here, Mr. 
Fisher?” “ 

“Our men earn, on an average, from §2 40 to 

2 50 per day.” 

From this ft will be seen that the pay roll ip 
this institution a ope has been reduced nearly 
$6,000 per month. 

THE HELMBACHER FORGE 
employs ordinarily between 250 and 300 men, but 
is now working only half a force. 

“When we are running full,” said Mr. Goetz, 
the secretary of the company, ‘‘our pay-roill is 
about $15,000 per month, andit is now about 
$7.000. 1 don’t know where it is going to end, for 
the prospect is not at all encouraging.” 

“And what do you attribute it to?” 

“The cause is indefinable. Over-production 
plays its part, of course, and s0 does 
the unsettled state of the protection question. But 
there is something outside of all that. Money is 
plenty but capitalists seem afraid to invest it, 
andIcanonly attribute the general apprehen- 
sive feeling to the approach of a Presidential 
election, Ihave reason to Know that we are do- 
ing much more work at present than most of the 
otuer institutions in our linc.” 

GLASS. 

Bad as is the state of the iron jnterest, that of 
glass manufacture is even worse, although, fortu- 
vately, it does not affect so many people. 

“The window-glass factories throughout the 
country are ail closed,” said Mr. J. K. Cummings 

yesterday, “and have been closed since last July, 

when the men went outon a strike. The situa- 
tion among the glass blowers is therefore deplor- 
able. They refused to submit to a reduction 
of 2 per cent., which would still 
have left them very handsome wages, and ihe 
works had to shut duwn everywhere, heeause the 
to pay the old rates, Oi course the chief cause of 
the decline was over-production, and you can gain 
some idea of the extent to which it was carried, 
when I tell you that with ali the factories idle 
over six months, the prices are still down at a 
beggarly figure—haven’t gone up até all in fact,” 

“ls there any prospect of an adjustment be- 
tween employers and employes?” 

“None at all. The manufacturers held two 
meetings recently—one at Vittsburg and one at 
New York—and their course indicates that they 
are firmer than ever in their position. First, they 
can’t pay the figures asked; but that isn’t all vor 
nearly all. Kven though they could pay them, 
they are determined not to submit any longer to 
the arbitrary course which the Union pursues in 
taking a man’s business right outof his hands, 
telling bim how many apprentices they will allow 
bim and making other regulations for the govern- 
ment of the busiuess.”’ 

“Are the Western works at any disadvantage in 
the matter of manulacture?”’ 

‘*Decidedly so. St. Louis ought to manufacture 
glass cheaper than any placein the world, but 
she is prevented from enjoying her advantages by 
a railroad coal pool which charges exorbitant 
rates for briuging coal from the mines. For in- 
stance, coal that is worth 2% cents atthe mines, 
sixty miles away, cannot ve set down 
here under 8%  # cents, while Pittsburg 
manufacturers get itat3 cents. The difference 
is enough to pay freights on the crude material 
for glags from here to Pittsburg.. and to pay for 
bringing the product back.” 

From Mr. Cummings tne following figures as to 
the number of glass men out of work were ob- 
tained, the institutions named being all closed. 

St. Louis Window Glass Works, 60; Mississippi 
Glass Company, 200; Lindell Glass Company, 150; 

F. Heitz’ Green Bottie Works, 80, or a round 500 
altogether. The wages of men in this line aver- 
age about $25 per week, the amount of 
money held out of circulation by the 
closed works being, therefore, about $50,000 per 


month. 
BUILDING. 


In the building line the same character of dis- 
tress prevails, ‘he masons, carpenters, plasterefs 
and laborers finding work as scarce as it usually 
is at this season of the year. To get any accurate 
statistics upon this bganch of industry was a work 
of impossibility, and only approximate figures 
could pe obtained. A number of well-informed con- 
tractors who were appealed to agreed that there 
are In St. Louis between 4,000 and 6,000 men de- 
pendent upon the work of bouse-building for a 
livelihood, and of these about one-half are em- 
ployed at the present time. The masons, as is 
well Known, Cannot count on employment more 
than two days out of three, and this reduces the 
above. average, so that it is safe 
to say that at least 3,000 men 
of the house building class, whose wages when 
they work average about $2 50 per day are idle. 
Another $100,000 per month drawn off of the 
natural circulation. Closely allied with this class 
are the brick makers and sand haulers, who 
number possibly a thousand in the city, and 
three-fourths of whom are doing nothing. Their 
wages average about $2 per day wher at work. 

Tho closing of navigation deprived about 800 
stevedores and levee laborers of employment. By 
sympathy, as it were, every manufacturing 
juistitution in the _—city, and all 
of the large mercantile houses have been com- 
pelied to reduce forces, all the way from 20 to 50 
per cent, and the total number of capable but un- 
employed men in St.Louis at the present time 
will fall nothing short of eight thousand. There

Ss. T. GLOVER DEAD 


A Well-Rounded Life Ended by a 
Brief Illness. 


_ — 
— 


Death Caused by a Bronchial Trouble— 
Sketch of Life of Deceased—How the News 
Was Received by the Bar. 


Mr. Samuel T. Glover died shortly before 9 
o'clock this ‘morning at his residence, No. 2904 
Gamble street, after a short illness. He was sur- 
rounded by his family, and was conscious to the 
last. The blow is a severe one to the family, 


and they have hardly recovered from the 
shock. lt was not supposed that he was in dan- 
ger until yesterday, as le had been so well as to 
be able to appear at his office only a week or ten 
aays ago. r. Glover’s illness dates back about 
four weeks, when he contracted a ecvld which 
brought on what atl suppused was an «ttack of 
asithman, bat which was really a serious bronchial 
affection. He raihed from the firat attack, and it 
was thought he would entirely recover, but be 
suffered a relapse, and then he beeame so serious- 
ly ul that alarin was felt. Dr. Barnes,the family 
physician, would have removed him from 
the city if be could have stood the 
marine § but he was tooill. His breathing was 
abored and difficult, and if he could have hada 
change of airit might have saved him, The 
family were made aware of bis danger yesterday, 


so that when he died this morning they were all | 


present. 

He called each of nis children to his side and 
spoke us best he could to them when he felt his 
iast hour peeronenee: and having parted with 
them, laid his hand on his breast and passed 
away. The grief of the widow and children is 
deep, Mrs. Glover beimg prostrated, The 
time and place of the funeral had 
not been settied upon when a _ representa- 
tive of this paper called at the residence this 
morning. umbers of friends were present, of- 
fering their condolence aud sympathy. Mr. Glov- 
er’s demise is much to be revretted,as he was one 
of St. Louis’ Dest citizens. Tienews of his death 
spread through the city rapidly, and caused the 
greatesi reyret as Wel: as Surprise, as it was not 
generally Known that he was ill. Especialiy was 
this sorrow expressed among lawvers at the courts 
and m the street, as the deceased was universally 
esteemed in bis profession, 

HIS CAREER, 

Mr. Glover was, atthe time of his death, 71 
years of age, but bis mind was as bright and act- 
ive as Whenin his prime. He came here trom 
Paimyra, Mo., in 1848 or 1849, in Company with 
bis law partuer, Jobu T, Campbell, with whom he 
had built up quite a legai business at Pal- 
myra. The _—ifirm prospered here, and 
the remarkable ab ay, of Mr. Glover 
soon found recognition from bench and bar. 
After 4 time the partnership dissolved and Mr. 
Glover forined a new one with Mr. John C. Rich- 
ardson, oue of the most brilliant men in Missour,’s 
court history. The firm did an excelient business, 
but Mr. Richardson was elected to the Supreme 
bench and Mr, Glover was again alone. Soon 
thereafter he formed a partnership with Johu R. 
Shepley, which continued to the 
his: death. The standing of 
is 80 well known to the 
ean oeaps as tocalifor no comment. 

reaking out of the rebellion Mr. Glover, in con- 
nection with Frank P. Blair, Oliver D. Filley and 
Charles F. Filley, were active in organizing the 
historical Committee of Saielty which so excel- 
leutly served the interests of St. Louis, and 
throughout the strugyle he lost no opportunity to 
exercise his influence in behaif of the Union, . In 
1864 he was strougly supported for a United Siates 
Senatorship, and St. Louisans wiillremember the 
Titanic struggle between him and Hon. G. G. 
Vest at the last national election. 

Although be Was a staunch Federalist so long 
as there was ap endeavor to disrupt the Union, 
Mr. Glover w mong the first to lend a kindiy 
hand to the vanished when the issue was de- 
eided, and be had no sympathy with any actor 
plan whose purpose was to increase the humilia- 
tiou of tue Southern people. When the Drake 
Constitution of 1865 was adopted, and the out- 
rageous “test oath’”’ was for 
the prefessions. Mr. Glover became the champion 
of a Movement to force a repeal of the obnoxious 
measure. He declared that the requirements of 
the oath were so at war with every principle of 
right, that he would rather be driven from the 
roruin than to take such an obilgation. In 
tember Of 1865 he made a test case under the 0; 
by refusing w take mM, aithough continuing his 
practice of law. He then wrote a letter to Cir- 
cull Altorney Vastine, notifying him of his 
refusal to take it, and asking for a prosecution.

There is a weakness in the American mind 
for the comic side of things, and there is, at 
times, an insular and unscientific preju- 
dice against people of English birth, and 
these two weaknesses nave been conspicu- 
ous in the witlings and criticasters who have 
taken charge of Mr. Invina’s reputation, to 
his disparagement. The truth is that Mr. 
InviN@’s greatness is a part of the glory of 
the drama for all time: it cannot be under- 
stood by critics who bring prejudice or 
clownisbness into their comments. As far 
as the people of St. Louis are concerned, we 
have only to say that those who miss seeing 
him will sustaina loss that can never be 
made good. 

THE CITY’S REVENUE. 

The proposition of an unknown water 
consumer to commute his annual water rates 
by the payment of a lump sum would prob- 
ably have passed unnoticed if it had not 
received the official endorsement of the sec- 
retary of the Board of Underwriters. 
Neither the proposition itself nor the argu- 
ments by which Mr. AuBYN sustains it will 
stand the test of analysis. 

All agree that increased fire equipment 
would be a good thing. But when we come 
to settle how good a thing it would be and 
how much it would be worth, we do not find 
that the facts justify Mr. AUBYN’sS con- 
clusions. 

The under writers have lost money in St. 
Louis during the past five years. This is 
very true, but they have not lost as much 
money in St. Louis in five years as they did 
in Chicago in one year. Are we asked to 
believe that the loss was wholly due to 
deficient fire equipment? If, as Mr. AUBYN 
says, we are exposed to the risk of a Chicago 
fire, ali the engines in the world could not 
preventit. All the engines in the city of 
Chicago could not have reduced the loss of 
that fire by one per cent. 

We have had three big fives during the 
past month. Each one of them burned out 
the building in which it started and 
damaged adjoining property. It is doubtful 
whether in elther case the loss would have 
been any less if we had had double the force 
on the ground, with all the equipment and 
water supply possible. 

When we come to consider the question of 
paying for additional fire equipment by 
anticipating the city revenue, we are met at 
once by both legal and practical vetoes. If 
we can raise $150,000 by anticipating the 
city’s water revenue, we can raise ten times 
that amount, but how is the city to get along 
without the revenue? 

It will not do to have the disposi- 
tion of the municipal revenue de- 
termined by the fire department, or by the 
Board of Underwriters, or by individual 
citizens. That is the office of the city officers 
chosen for that purpose. They have only a 
limited revenue to dispose of--what rule 
shall they follow? 

‘The police department says it must have 
more men and more money; the water de- 
partment says it must have more engines 
and more money, the street department says 
it must have more money; every head of 
every department in the city is determined 
to increase his department, even if the others 
suffer; the only ruleis “the devil take the 
hindmost.” The one demand is “more 
money.” 

What is the use of asking for money when 
the money is not there? Why will not peo- 
ple look the facts in the face? There is no 
“more money” to speak of for anybody. The 
assessment in St. Louis is pushed to the 
highest notch ; the rate of taxation is all that 
property will bear, and more than it should 
bear; every trade and calling, every wagon 
and hand-cart and cat and dog in the city is 
taxed, and every cent of the money is spent 
every year. Until our high license income is 
available the margin of revenue is and must 
be a meagre one and it has to go all around. 

Before any person occupying a responsible 
position in public or official life asks for 
more money it would be merely the part of 
common sense for him to show where the 
money is to come from—to show us where 
and how we could either increase the pres- 
ent revenue or decrease the present ex- 
penses. Until he does that his persistent 
demand for money from a treasury which 
has no money places him in the attitude of 
an unreasonable disturber.

At last, however, additional legislation is 
proposed to compel the railroads te pay for 
the surveys and take out patents for their 
lands, which will then be held eubject to all 
the safeguards provided in the - grants 
against mortmain tenure, Any bill which 
will do this and doit effectually should’ be- 
come a law without opposition and without 
delay. Rallroad land can then be taxed like 


other lands, and sold for taxes, too.

MAKING A RECORD. 

There was a significant showing of hands 
on the question of dealing with corporations 
and land grants in the House. yesterday. 
HouMAN offered resolutions permitting the 
Committee on Lands to report at any time, 
instead of once every two months, and vir- 
tually instructing that committee to report 
as subject to forfeiture all grants of which 
the conditions remain urfulfilled by the 
grantees after the expirati on of the allotted 
time; also that it was the sense of the House 
that such grants should be restored to the 
public domain. 

The Republican side, largely committed to 
the service of the corporations and land- 
grabbers. beganasharp fight against this 
resolution, but soon discovered that 
the Democrats were allowing them 
to do all the speaking, evidently 
with a view of getting them fuily on 
the record. Then they became panic- 
stricken and began to crawl out of small 
holes and creep under all sorts of con- 
venient covers, like frightened rats. The 
result was that the resolution was adopted, 
yeas 251, nays 18, only sixteen Republicans 
and two Democrats daring to be recorded in 
the negative. 

Contrast this action with that of the last 
Congress on the same question, and say 
which party belongs to the monopolists and 
jobbers, which to the people! It gs plain 
that the change wrought by the Democratic 
uprising in the elections of 1882 was a good 
thing. From the way the Republicans. are 
hedging and dodging, itis evident that the 
publication of HUNTINGTON’s correspon- 
dence was also a good thing. The writing of 
those letters was probably the best thing he 
ever did for the country. 
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Hon. Susan B, ANTHONY has summoned 
her sixteenth annual convention to meet at 
Washington March 4 and make a leap year 
raid on Congress for a sixteenth amendment. 
Sixteen years of vain effort have not dis- 
couraged herin the least, since a thousand 
years are to her as one day in such a cause.

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Shade Trees of Washington. 
From the Outdoors and Indoors, 


Paris is the only city that has more shade 
trees than Washington. There are now 65,- 
400, covering 125 wiles. Nocity in the world 
has planted trees su systematicaily. Yet all 
this bas been done within a iew years, The 
streets are supplied from three large nurs- 
eries, where there is now a stock of 50,000 
small trees. Several thousand of the trees 
came from a slip brought from Baltimore in 
the pocket of one of the commissioners. 
Less than $5,000 has beeu expended in the 
purchase oi trees, and the entire annual cost 
of vaising, planting and protecting is less 
tian $20,000. ‘Lhe iargest item of expense is 
the buxing to protect the trees against horses 
and vandaiism. Insome cases a skeletun 
iron boxing is used. The wooden boxes 
are maue at the Government Industria) 
Schooi at a cost of 3 cents each, 
and about 3V0,000 are put up 
or renewed yearly. The cost is borne in 
equal shares by the Government and pro 
erty-owners. Ihe varieties of maple, chiefly 
soft maple, are most numerous. There are 
aiso sugar maple, Norway maple, sycamure 
mapie, scarlet maple, the American elm, 
Awerican iindeu, buttonwvod, box elder, 
American ash,-tulip popiar, aspen poplar, 
Caroiina pupiar, Kentucky coffee, giucho, 
horse chestnut, Europeaa iinden, honey 
locust, cataipa, sweet gum, Weeping elm, 
eucalyptus, cypress, etc, The trees oa 
streets are planted at the curb. On the 
avenues they are four abreast, one at either 
curb, and vonein the buiiding line in the 
wide “‘parking,”’ sv that they form an arched 
arbor above the sidewalks. Lhe finest single 
street will be Massachusetts avenue, where 
lindens are psanted tour abreast throughout 
four miles, recailing famous Unter den Lin- 
dev in Berlin. 

The asphalt pavament prevents absorp- 
tion of nutriment. Brick pavements are re- 
tained where practicable, as they admit or 
absorb moisture readily. The soil, a hard red 
clay, is notiavorable. ‘The trees are, there- 
fore, acwually fed by hand, by packing nu- 
tricious soil at the roots, a space about threes 
feet square being leftin the surrounding 
pavement for that purpose. ‘This food is re- 
newed when nutriment is exhausted, anda 
change of diet is often found necessary to 
meet the needs of the tree. ‘ihe buttunwood 
is, perhaps, the tree best adapted naturally 
to the soil and climate of the city. 


Changes in Niagara’s Name. 
From the Niagara Falls Courier. 


The name Niagara has passed through 
many orthograplhical changes in the last 200 
years. In 1687 it was written Oniogoragh. 
in 1686 Gov. Donzan appeared uncertain 
about it avd spelied it Ouuiagero, Onyagara 
and Onyagro. The Frenen in 1638 to 1709 
wrote it Niaguro, Onyagare, Onyagra and 
Oneygra. Philip Livingston wrote in 1720 to 
1730 Octjagara, Jagera and Yagerah, and 
Schuyler aud Livivgston. Commissioners of 
lndian Af@airs, wrote it in 1720 Onjagerae, 
Ochiagara, etc. In 1721 it was written QOn- 
jagora, Oulagara, and accidentally, probab- 
ly, Niagara, as at present. Lieut. Lindsay 
wrote it Niagara in 1751. So did Capt. De 
Laucey (son of Gov. De Lancey), who was 
an officer in the English army that captured 
Fort Niagara from the Frenen in 1759, These 
pioneers may, however, be excused in view 
ol the fact—as will be atiestead by Pestmas- 
iers—that sone jetter-writers of to-day seem

A Growing Evil Which Club Mana- 
| gers Have to Meet.

The evil which it 
works is recognized by the managers and direct- 
ors of jthe leading clubs, and it 1s saf predict 
that before another year clubs formiug the tripar- 
tite combination will legislate directiy upon this 
subject, Why should a base-ball player receive 
pay nadvance? An experienced and competent 
young Man goes toa bank wresident in Octover 
and usks for employment. That official, knowing 
the young man to be capable and trustworthy, 
suys: “We have vo work for you at present, but 
on May 1 pext we can give you employment at 
$1,500 «a year.” “That will be Satis- 
luctory,” says the applicant, “vive me 
$500 advance money.” Absurd as would be 
such a demand, it is what nine-tenths of tue pro- 
iessionai vail players are guilty of at the end of 
every playing season. It is wrong in principle 
and @ practice which is calculated to demoralize 
players. So far as the two leading assovlalions 
are concerned there is po club Whose treasury is 
not largely depletea vy drafts lor money 8)x 
months before Lie piaying season opens. it has 
come to be a matter of rivairy between players as 
to who shall secure tue largest amount of pay six 
or seven montis befure renderibg acent’s worth 
of service. Turee years ago the average League 
player Was contest with irom $100 to $300 ad- 
Vance money. Last fall the men asked [rom $300 
to $1,000. One case with which the writer is ia- 
miliar stands for aiype Of Many. A Certaio in- 
ficider—not a member of the Chicago club—drew 
$500 advance money and went South. At 
CUlristmas time be wrote for $100 more, saying 
that be was without funas. Two weeks ago he 
secured an additional $100.
